Oil Stove Ignited Her Dress 


Burns received 
when her skirta 
came in contact with the blaze on a 
small gasoline stove Sunday, proved 
fatal to Mrs. Johanna Hubbard, of 
202 South Seventh street, and she 
died this morning at the St. Francis 
hospital, w'here she was taken imme­ 
diately after* the accident.
